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ELIZABETH STUART PHELPS. 


A Sketch of the Author of Ee'Jgio-Meta- 


phTSieal Stories. 


[Special Correspondence ] 


NEW YOBK, May 28.—This lady is a miter 


of spiritual romances, stories which deal with 
the inner rather than the outer events and 
changes of her heroes and heroines. When, 
in 1868, her first book I of this character, 
"Gates Ajar," was published, the wave of in- 
quiry into those subjects, which now runs so 
high, was just beginning to rise. Th»boofc 
at once intensified its force and increased its 
size to respectable proportions. 


It woa a simple story of faith in a life be- 


yond the grave; but it was a departure from 
the usual manner of presenting it. Its pecu- 
liarity was that it permitted each person the 
making of his own enjoyment in the world to 
follow this, even as he makes it more or less 
here, the kingdom of Qod being within us 
and not in internals. It went so far as to 
hold out the very novel idea that there are 
pianos in heaven. Harps had always been 
accredited to celestial choirs, but pianos, be- 
ing of modern construction, were popularly 
supposed to have no souls, hence no immor- 
tality—in short, earth born and earth des- 
tined instruments. The thought was too 
startling for many. It was resented by the 
class of people who wanted harps and harps 
only in their heavenly choirs. As a matter 
of course the book aroused resentment and 
criticism, and that helped to make its fortune. 
The learned and the unlearned, the profound 
and the ample, lead it and either enjoyed it 
remarkably or attacked it bitterly. 


Since then Miss Phelps bos written sixteen 


books, which Honghton, Mtfflm & Co., of 
Boston, have published, the lost being "Gates 
Between," a remarkable and interesting 
story, which reaches out into a future life. 
This book would excite as much comment as 
"Gates Ajar," were it not that the public has 
been treated to so much daring literature on 
the spirit of man and its destiny that it is 
no longer appalled at extraordinary concep- 
tions and bold assertions. 


Miss Phelps was born in Boston in 1844, 


and is a daughter of the Puritans. Both of 
her grandfathers were Congregational min- 
isters 
Professor Moses Stuart, her mother's 


father, was an eminent Massachusetts divine 
of his day, a Bible commentator and pioneer 
of Bible literature in the United States. 


Austin Phelps, father of the novelist, is 


also a clergyman. While his daughter was a 
little girl ho left Boston and located at An- 
dover, Mass , where he filled the professor- 
ship of rhetoric in the theological seminary. 
Both he and Mrs. Phelps had scholarly tastes 
and "wore authors of reputation. 


Mrs. Phelps died when Elizabeth was but 8 


years old 1 his event saddened the girlhood 
of the future author, causing much of her 
early 1 f e to be passed in a somewhat isolated 
manner 
Her faculty for storytelling began 


to assei t itsolf while she was at school in An- 
do ver 
Her Orst literary venture was a story 


written when she was 18 years old, and pub- 
lished in The Youth's Companion. Later she 
wrote a story of the war, called "A Sacrifice 
Consumed," which 
appeared in Harp- 
ei 's Magazine in 
1803.

peared in The At- 
lantic She had

tion of her fame. For some time she con- 
tinued to write short stories, some of which 
were published in magazines and some in 
books 
"Gates Ajar" was begun In 1884. To 


its subject matter she had given much 
thought 
Tho result of this was that the 


book took hold on the reading world. 
It was translated into many languages 
and had an astonishing sale. It had within 
it tho force and feeling of tho author's 
soul, that indescribable quality which has 
power to awaken other souls. It is today, 
without doubt, the best known of her worka 


Since then she has published a series of 


novels about the mysterious "gates" which 
divide this world from that which follows. 
In 1883 "Beyond the Gates" appeared. It also 
dealt affirmatively with the question of the 
soul's immortality. The same thought per- 
vades the poem in her volume "Songs of the 
Silent World." 


"Gates Between," her latest book, was pub- 


lished lost year. It told the story of the Me 
of a matoi lalistically minded man after 
death. It teaches that the spirituality which 
each soul develops here is its only capital in 
the world beyond the gates of death. 


Miss Phelps delivered a series of lectures on 


1 Representative Modern Fiction" in Boston 
in 1877 
Though successful In this venture 


she found the work too fatiguing for her, 
strength, and never repeated the experience.' 
Naturally delicate, she has been on invalid 
for some years. Her winters are spent with 
her father in Andover; her summers at her 
seaside house at East Gloucester, Mass. 


Earnest, but never aggressive, she has been 


interested in many reforms. 
Breadth of 


mindaud largeness of heart are strong points 
of her character. The poor, the neglected 
and the Buffering have been objects of her 
sympathy and kindness, and often the sub- 
jects of her glowing pen. A volume of her 
magazine stories, published last year, repre- 
sented her at her best 
The characters were 


drawn from lowly life, and were portrayed 
with a strength and charm that won for the 
author thousands of new admirers. In de- 
picting the patient lives of the poor she has 
greater skill and writes with more true firo 
than when the people of her pen ore born to 
luxury. In the latter case her fondness for 
the rare, the exquisitely beautiful in person 
and appointments leads her into extravag- 
ance of imagination, with the result of im- 
possible and sometimes unendurable crea- 
tions 


The spiritual romances are not simply ex- 


travagant flights of fancy into the future life 
of mankind 
They represent her own faith; 


they describe the hereafter as she believes it 
will bo although they are strictly impersonal 
Each book contains her highest thought on 
tho subject it Cieats of, and each receives 
months of sei tous study before a line of it ap- 
peal s on papci 


A believer m immortality, Miss Phelps 


puts forth hei belief in the persons of her 
imaginary ptoplo

A brief response to the address of wel- 


come was made by temporary Chairman 
Delano, who characterized the Republic- 
un party as a generation of vipers that 
Jio Prohibitionists were warning to flee 
from the wrath to come. Tho temporary 
organization was completed by the selec- 
tion of J. B. Cranfill, of Texas, as secre- 
tary, with Mrs. Mattie Brown, of Ohio, 
and George Wells, of Minnesota, as as- 
sistants. 


Mr. Needham, of Kansas, created a 


diversion by presontiuc; to tho chairman 
a gavel made eut of the telegraph pole 
which was employed to support the efflgy 
of Ex-Governor St. John that was burned 
in Topeka after the general election of 
1884. 
This necessitated a call for the ex- 


presidential candidate, and he responded 
with a speech in which he said that while 
they wero there with charity toward all 
and malice toward none, yet no party 
could live, and none deserved to live, that 
would burn a man in effigy for opinion's 
sake. 


A large number of dispatches from dif- 


ferent temperance organizations in the 
United States, and a cablegram from Axel 
Gustafson, of London, all bearing greet- 
ings, were road. 


When tho roll of States was called for 


tho selection o£ committees, Sam Small 
raised the question of the right o! the 
"provisional" delegates to representa- 
tion. Several other delegates took up the 
discussion, and the convention was on the 
brink of a heated debate, when tho chair- 
man called upon a quartette of "sweet 
sixteons" from tho wilds of Nebraska to 
sing a prohibition hymn. By tho time 
they had gotten away with a dozen stan- 
zas, the convention had forgotten the 
question before it, and the delegates went 
to diuuor. 


Another prayer, offered by Rev. Dr. 


Lockwood, of Cincinnati, opened tho aft- 
ernoon session. 
Tho delegates sang 


"Rock of Ages" in unison, and Prof. 
Bailoy, of New York, rendered a comical 
ditty addressed to Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats, with the refrain "Didn't You Do 
It? You Know You Did", the music be- 
ing furnished by a cottage organ with 
Long-drawn notes. 


Delegate Turner, of Pennsylvania, sug- 


gested that a resolution of defiance be 
sent to the Brewers' convention, now in 
session at St. Paul, but tho delegates 
shouted "No" and he dubsidod. 


Additional dispatches of congratula- 


tion from the Disciples of Christ, of Illi- 
nois, and the Good Templars of Nebraska 
were submitted, and memorials from tbe 
Women's Christian Temperance Union, 
one urging that tho convention reaffirm 
the Womou's Suffrage plank in the plat- 
form of 1884, and tho other asking the 
convention to place itself on record as in. 
favor of shortening tho hours of labor, 
and tho onuctmeut of a National law for- 
bidding Sunday work byGovornmentera- 
ployes, or on railroads, so far as the 
Intor-Stato Commerce law would apply, 
wore referred to tho committee on reso- 
lutions. 


From tho committee on credentials came 


It report showing that 1,029 delegates, and 
the same number of alternates, were in 
attendance. It set forth that all the States

ox-Governor to tho platform the Chair 
named Rev. Fathnr Miihoney, of Minno- 
l.ota; Noil Dow, ol1 Maino, and Rrv. W. M. 
Traynor, of Maryland. This did not sat- 
isfy boino of tlio delegates, who wanted 
Prances Williard, Dr. Jutkms, and half a 
dozen otlkors added to tho committee. 
Tho names wero approved as fast as pre- 
sented, until the escortiuu aommittee was 
nearly big enough to nil tho stage. 


About this time it occurred to Rev. Dr. 


Boole, of Now York, that tho woman ele- 
ment had not been sufficiently recognized, 
and in a few vigorous remarks, to the ef- 
fect that tho recent action of his (tho 
Methodist) church co u von tiouiu New York 
should receive recognition of another kind 
from this assemblage of brains, ho moved 
that a committee bo appointed to escort 
Miss Willard to the atago. Some of the 
delegates thought this was meant as fun, 
nnd laughed; others chonred, while many 
shouted "No". Iu the midst of tho cou- 
fuslon 
a venerable, gray-haired lady 


came to tho front of the platform with a 
motion for tho appointment of a commit- 
too to bring up Governor St. John's wife. 
This increased the merriment, opposition 
and counter applause, but above the din a 
Kansas delegate could be heard shouting 
a proposition that every body bring up 
thoir neighbors. 


The burlesque might have gone to ex 


tremes had not Delegate Stevens, of Penu 
sylvania entered a protest so vigorous in 
language that it speedily produced order 


Tho permanent chairman was soon upon 


the platform, and after the prolonged 
applause that greeted his appearance had 
subsided, ho said: 


I would rathor bo elected President of this 


convention by tho men and women before me 
than elected President or the Unltoil States bj 
tho Rum power. Wo hnvo everything to en- 
courago us. Even to-day tho old parties are 
beginning to give way. This morning tlio wires 
brought us tho news thut ono of the leaders of 
tho largest party In the Nation, feollng that the 
Republican Babylon wus crumbling, had con- 
cluded not to bo crushPil;in the fall. [Loud ap- 
plause.) In fact, ho had vacated tho promises 
[Rcnowod cheering.l Perhaps to morrow an- 
other mossago may flash over the wires from the 
Whlto House, saying: "I surrender to the 
defenders of my country". [Great cheering.] 
Wo must bo true flrat to our God, then to our 
country, our homos, our manhood, our woman- 
hood, t thank Ootl that this Is not a conven- 
tion of Democrats or Kepublicans, with air vilo 
ami vitiated with tho fumes of rum, whisky and 
tobacco. It Is n convention that knows no

Turner, of the African Methodist-Episco- 
pal Church, now located in Georgia, was 
called to the platform. He made an ener- 
getic address, eulogizing the past record 
of the Republican party, hut declaring 
that as it had stopped in its good work, 
and was now bowing before King Alco- 
hol, it was time for all good men to come 
out of it. The Prohibition party, he said, 
was a creature of Providence, brought

His points were enthusias- 
tically received, and when he had con- 
cluded the convention adjourned until 
nine o'clock this morning. 


The committee on resolutions was in 


session at a late hour last night, and, as 
expected, the suffrage question is proving 
a bone of contention. 


Every delegate to the convention was 


furnished yesterday afternoon with a cir- 
cular issued by John G. Fee, of Kentucky, 
founder of Berea College, and known as 
the "Reform Hero of Kentucky", protest- 
ing against the nomination of Rev. Greene 
Clay Smith for the Vice-Presidency, on 
the ground that he is a Free-Mason. The 
circular says, among other things: 


When I see a professed minister of the Gos- 


pel, in a Republican Government, in times of 
peace, and under cover of night, creeping Into a 
secret lodge; at llrst less than half clad, and 
hoodwinked: and then under tho Imprecations 
of horrid penalties, in tho name of God, cove- 
nanting never to reveal things ho knows not; 
and then persistently omitting from all official 
prayer the name of Jesus Christ, the Saviour of 
men, my soul turns awny Trotn such. I say to 
my soul and to my neighbors, such principles 
and practices aro antagonistic to true Repub- 
licanism, true philanthropy anfl true Chris- 
tianity. I havo soon here in this South tho evil 
fruits of secretisms: Ku-IUux,White Leaguers, 
Knights of tho Oolilen Circ-le, etc., spawns of 
the old mother Freenmsoni'ry.

and Two OtHera Woundod. 


ST. CHAIU.KS, Mo., May 
31.—Sheriff 


Allen, of St. Louis Cinmty, and three 
deputies cvossod the Missouri river at 
Mustek's Forry yebterday morning with 
warrants to arrest Kunz, 
Huud 
and 


Groegan, who are charged with stealing 
a horse-ferry from John Smith. Three 
miles below Mustek's Ferry, on' this side 
of the Missouri, the sheriff and deputies 
found tho boat, but tipon uearing it they 
were fired upon with pistols and shot- 
guns by tlio parties in possession of the 
boat.

Memorial Day at the Tomb of Grant. 
NEW YOBK, May 31.—That portion of 


the Memorial Day ceremonies devoted to 
General Grant's tomb began at 8:10 p. 
m., when four mounted policemen en- 
tered the gates as the advance of the 
grand procession of G. A. R. men and 
soldiers of the National Guard progress-' 
ing toward the resting place of the dead 
Chieftain. Immediately behind the Jour 
policemen came sixteen of their brethren 
under command of Inspector Colin, fol- 
lowed by a detachment one hundred 
•trong, of the Ninth Kegiment, preceded 
by the Twenty-Third 
Kegiment Band. 


Next came the Richmond Grays, who 
were loudly applauded as they passed 
the speaker's stand,

A. R. by Commander Noah Tebbits, of 
Grant Post; funeral march by the Twen- 
ty-third Regiment Band; prayer by Rev.

At Omaha. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 31.—Cool and cloudy, 


Memorial Day dawned with a promise of 
fair weather. The streets wore full of 
people. Flags floated from public and 
private buildings. In the parade twenty- 
five hundred men were in line, consisting 
of Grand Army men, United States troops 
from Port Omaha, Sons of Veterans, 
Knights of Pythias, Odd Fellows, Knights 
of Labor and other organizations.

The day was a holiday in Washington, 
and as a rule, business was suspended. 
At Arlington Cemetery, Senators Man- 
dersou and Palmer delivered eloquent 
orations; and Congressman McKinney, 
of New Hampshire, orated at tho Con- 
gressional Cemetery. Special memorial 
exercises were held at the tomb of Gen- 
eral Logan in Rock Creek 
Cemetery, 


under the auspices of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 


Only Partially Observed at Baltimore.
